The new £2 million Food Excellence 
and Skills Training centre (FEAST) 
will be one of just 11 academies in the 
UK tasked with kicking junk food off 
the menu and replacing it with fresh, 
healthy food to inspire the next gener-

ation to excel in the classroom. 

Chefs from around the county will 
be able to buff up their culinary skills 
at the centre. 

The venture will be based at Bell 
Wood Park. 

It will replace an existing, smaller 
centre on the site which has been used 
to train school cooks from around the 
county town over the last 18 months. 

The new centre is being driven by 


the Government’s School Food Trust, 
an organisation set up two years ago 
to promote healthy living amongst 
youngsters. 

February will see the first cooks 
arrive, with work conducted at 
FEAST going towards a number of 
recognised qualifications. 

Judy Hargadon, chief executive of 
the School Food Trust, said: “This sees 
the beginning of a training revolution.

Modular ward 
to help hospital 
beat superbugs

A TEMPORARY building 
will be used to create space 
for the deep cleaning of 
wards at Maidstone Hospital 
- in a bid to stop further 
superbug outbreaks. 

In an effort to restore public confi¬ 
dence in the crisis-ridden hospital, its 
new bosses have been looking at the 
best way of halting the spread of 
lethal infections like Clostridium 
difficile and MRSA. 

They have decided to install a new 
two-storey modular ward, believed 
to cost about £2 million, to allow exist¬ 
ing wards to be moved around for 
cleaning and upgrading. 

Work to build the temporary 
structure will start from April next 
year and when finished will remain at 
the site for up to 20 years. 

Paul Biyden, spokesman for the 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust, said the plan is for Boxley 
ward, which houses the hospital’s 
rehabilitation service, to move into 
the new unit in July. 

There will then be a rolling pro¬ 
gramme of all the other wards at the 
hospital taking it in turn to move into 
what was Boxley ward, while their 
ward is cleansed of the bacteria which 
causes superbug infections. 

Mr Biyden said: “Plans are being 
considered and developed for a 


new two-storey modular ward for 
Maidstone Hospital. 

“This will allow Boxley ward to 
move into this new unit with 
enhanced rehabilitation facilities. 

“Other wards will then be able 
to decant into the space vacated by 
Boxley patients to allow an upgrade 
of facilities and further deep cleaning 
across the hospital. 

“Deep cleaning of wards at 
Maidstone Hospital is already under¬ 
way, bay by bay, and being able to 
completely empty a ward of patients 
to new facilities will further facilitate 
the deep cleaning process.” 

The move will provide the hospital 
with more beds and greater space 
between them to make cleaning easi¬ 
er after wards have been cleansed. 

This follows a damning report by 
the Healthcare Commission into 
the UK’s worst outbreak of superbug, 
C diff, during which 90 patients died 
at Maidstone, Tunbridge Wells and 
Pembrny hospitals. 

The health watchdog ruled that 
poor infection control and manage¬ 
ment failings exacerbated the spread 
of the killer stomach bug. 

In the wake of the report, trust 
chairman James Lee and director of 
nursing Bernard Place have resigned. 
Chief executive Rose Gibb quit the 
week before it was published. 

It was announced this week that 
three non-executive board members 
have resigned and two more plan to 
leave by the end of the month. A new 
board will be appointed next year.

The Court of Appeal reduced the Bafta 
winners sentence to six months last 
Wednesday, and he was released from 
Elmley Prison on the Isle of Sheppey. 

Langham, of Golford near Cranbrook, 
was jailed in September after he 
was convicted of 15 offences involving 
indecent images of children.

Contenders 
set to bid for 
IMP'S hot seat

TWO candidates have emerged as 
the frontrunners to replace Ann 
Widdecombe as Maidstone and 
Weald MP. 

More than 100 people have thrown their 
names into the hat for the coveted Tory seat in 
the heart of Kent. 

But Iain Dale, who runs a hard-hitting web¬ 
site, and well-known local activist Janice Small, 
are expected to go head-to-head to become the 
candidate for the next general election. 

The battle has been sparked after Miss 
Widdecombe announced on her 60th birthday 
last month that she will stand down - bringing 
her 20-year political career, which included 
being Shadow Home Secretary, to a close. 

Both Mr Dale, who lives in Tunbridge Wells, 
and Mrs Small, who lives in Platt, have reputa¬ 
tions as being media-sawy, which is seen as fit¬ 



ting in replacing such a high-profile MP. 

It is also understood that Hornchurch MP 
James Brockenshire, who will lose his seat 
due to a boundary change, Vicky Ford, who 
writes a political blog, and local candidates Dr 
Bruce Pollington and Jamie Devlin will contest 
the seat. 

Mr Dale, who writes the blog Iain Dale’s 
Diary, would not be drawn on specific issues, 
but said he would not put his name forward for 
any other seats. 

Mr Dale contested the Norfolk North seat 
in 2005, but lost to Lib Dem candidate Norman 
Lamb. 

He has written more than 20 books, including 
the Big Red Book of New Labour Sleaze and 
his blog was nominated by the Guardian for 



the Political Blog of the Year Award in 2005. 

Married mother-of-two Mrs Small, 43, is a 
seasoned Tory press officer who has worked for 
Gravesham MP Adam Holloway and Suffolk 
South MP Tim Yeo. 

She organised a protest during Health 
Secretary Alan Johnson’s recent visit to the 
Maidstone Hospital, and cites health and 
immigration as the key issues she will be 
campaigning on. 

The list of candidates will be whittled down 
to 20 during the next fortnight, who will then 
be interviewed by the local association on 
December 15 and 16. 

The shortlist of four to six contenders will be 
announced in mid-January and local members 
will vote on the winner by the end of that month.

Campaign launched to knock down speed

A BID has been launched to stop 
speeding drivers using three resi¬ 
dential streets as ‘rat runs’. 

Campaigners fear a child or pensioner will 
be seriously hurt or killed if urgent action is 
not taken. 

They want the 30mph limit currently in 
place in Farleigh Lane, Gatland Lane and 
Upper Fant Road in Maidstone reduced to 
20 mph. 

This could be backed up by speed cameras to 
force reckless drivers to slow down before 
someone is knocked down.

He said: “People tend to drive quite fast 
down these roads even though there is a 
30mph speed limit. 

“Upper Fant Road is often used by drivers as 
a ‘rat run’ to cut out busy parts of Tonbridge 
Road.” 

The councillor has sent a newsletter to all 
homes in the three streets and he has received 
positive feedback. 

Mr D’Souza said: “People take speeding very 
seriously and I have had a huge amount of 


supportive responses, I think we have a strong 
case.” 

Frank Davis, 66 , who lives on Upper Fant 
Road, said: “I would be delighted to see the 
speed limit reduced on this road. The way 
some of the cars drive up and down here, it’s so 
dangerous. 

“I fear someone will get hurt, we have so 
many children who use this road to walk to 
school and elderly people who use it to go to 
the paper shop and walk their pets, so I would 
back the campaign on behalf of those people.” 

Mr D’Souza wants people to send him their 
views by email, letter and phone. 


He is also planning to go door-to-door in the 
streets to make sure everyone is aware of the 
campaign.

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Furnace upgrade to cut 
pollution from cremations 


A CREMATORIUM will be upgraded with 
new eco-friendly equipment to reduce mercu¬ 
ry emissions. 

Vinters Park Crematorium will replace 
existing furnaces with two new ones to cut 
discharges of the gas in half. 

Mercury is released from dental fillings 
when dead bodies are cremated. 

The gas is toxic and large amounts can dam¬ 
age the brain, kidneys and nervous system. 

Three cremators currently being used at 
Vinters Park were fitted between 1993 and 
1994 and are coming to the end of their work¬ 
ing life, needing frequent repairs. 

Councillors heard they will have to be 
removed and replaced in 2009 or 2010. 

The council’s cabinet decided the funding 
for this will come from its capital expenditure 
allowance at a meeting last Wednesday. 

It is estimated that if no action is taken on 
mercury emissions by 2020, 25 per cent of 
discharges will be from the day-to-day cre¬ 
mations, making it the single biggest contrib¬ 
utor in this country. 


'Tackle dangerous road if 
casualty unit is closed' 

A MP has called for improvements to trans¬ 
port links between Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells if healthcare changes go ahead. 

Greg Clark, Tory MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
has told government health advisors that 
tackling accidents and traffic in Colt’s Hill 
bypass must be made part of the plans if 
casualty services are to be moved from 
Maidstone to Tunbridge Wells. 

He said: “Colt’s Hill is already an accident 
blackspot and the single carriageway regu¬ 
larly causes long delays between Tunbridge 
Wells and Maidstone.” 

Going back to school to 
learn life saving secrets 

PARENTS returned to the classroom this 
week to learn life-saving first aid skills at 
their children’s school. 

They attended the sessions at Sutton 
Valence Preparatory School to learn how to 
resuscitate adults, children and babies, and 
how to deal with bleeding, choking and shock. 

Acting Head Alexia Bracewell said: “Most of 
us are taught first aid at some point, but it can 
easily be forgotten when we are leading busy 
lives. A refresher course could literally be a life- 
saver for a child in the case of an emergency.” 

Parent Caron Phillips, from Hunton, said: 
“Being willing to help in an accident isn’t 
always enough, you need to know what to do.”

a sign of the times

‘CRASH site’ road signs have been 
placed at accident blackspots 
across Kent in a bid to reduce the 
number of motorbike fatalities - 
which has almost doubled this 
year. 

The campaign follows 25 fatalities on the 
county’s roads so far this year, up from just 13 
in the whole of 2006. 

Kent Highways Service (KHS) has 
installed the warnings on seven A roads 
across the county, where motorcyclists have 
died in the last five years. 

It is hoped the signs, which feature a motor¬ 
cyclist image, will raise awareness of previ¬ 
ous crashes. 

The crash site signs can currently be seen 
on the A28 between Ashford and High 
Halden, and Canterbury and Thanet, the A20 
between Ashford and Maidstone, the A259 
between New Romney and the Sussex border, 
the A2070 between Ashford and Brenzett, the 
A21 between Lamberhurst and Flimwell, 
and the A229 between Linton and 
Hawkhurst. 

Motorcyclist safety officer for KHS Tom 
Morton, said: “Motorcyclists are among the 
most vulnerable vehicles that use the roads. 

“If a car and a bike are involved in a colli¬ 
sion, 99 times out of 100, the bike, along with 
the rider, come off worse. 

“Having seen these signs, we hope that rid¬ 
ers and drivers will think more about the 
road ahead and the potential danger. 

“It is our intention to leave these signs in 
place for at least six months and then relo¬ 
cate them on other routes at other crash 
sites. The effect can then be monitored and 
evaluated, site by site.” 


BIKER 

Think about all the hazards that are visible and 
allow for the unexpected ones that are not 

Ride on what you can see, not on what you think 
is there. 

Concentrate on your own ride; don't be tempted 
to ride at the speed of others in a group if you're 
not happy with it. 

Always leave a little in reserve; riding on the 
edge of the envelope will eventually lead to a 
crash. 

Be bright and be seen - wear something bright, 
it might not be cool but neither is a hospital visit. 

Slow down... kill your speed before it kills you. 


Other road users have also been targeted 
by highways services with ‘Think Bike’ 
posters placed at key junctions warning driv¬ 
ers to look for bikers before they move off. 

Mr Morton said: “Sometimes it’s the actions 
of drivers that put motorcyclists at risk and 
sometimes it’s the actions of the motorcyclist. 
For whatever reason, the outcome is often the 
same - serious injury to the motorcyclist. 

“Motorcyclists are clearly vulnerable; they 
have less protection, drivers often don’t make 
enough effort to look for them and changing 
road and lighting conditions can present 
greater challenges to them. 

“A lot of motorcyclist crashes happen with 
no other vehicle involved; loss of control being 
a particular factor. However, motorcyclists 
have always been vulnerable to car drivers 
pulling out in front of them, especially cars 
turning right, and this has been a factor in 
many crashes this year.” 


Firefighters call for new 
homes to have sprinklers 

FIREFIGHTERS have launched a cam¬ 
paign to convince developers and planning 
bosses to install sprinkler systems in homes 
and schools across Kent. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service unveiled 
the initiative as part of its bid to cut the 
number of fire-related deaths to zero. 

Charlie Hendry, the chief fire officer, said: 
“Kent and Medway face a massive house¬ 
building programme over the coming years 
and I believe those who plan, design and 
build new homes have a responsibility to 
make sure residents are safe from the 
potentially devastating effects of fire. 

“We are urging the county’s key opinion 
formers to endorse the installation of sprin¬ 
kler systems in all new homes and also in 
existing properties where vulnerable people 
are most at risk.” 

Council chief executives, planning officers 
and landlords were invited to the launch of 
the Safer with Sprinklers campaign in 
Maidstone on Friday. 

Joyce Rhodes, the headteacher of Lympne 
School near Folkestone, described how the 
school was destroyed by fire and the impact 
this had on the community. 

Police to keep an extra 
eye on high-speed link 

EXTRA police are being drafted in to patrol 
vulnerable spots along the new high-speed 
rail link. 

Officers will be covering the tunnel 
entrance at Folkestone and the major sta¬ 
tions at Ashford and Ebbsfleet. 

Chief Inspector Jeff Boothe, of British 
Transport Police, has promised “world class 
policing service for this world class rail¬ 
way”. 

Initially 75 police and community support 
officers will operate 24 hours a day on a 
five-shift pattern. This will rise to 100 when 
a new station at Stratford opens in 2009. 

“We will undertake high visibility patrols, 
but we will also be intelligence-led to make 
the best use of our resources and working 
with partners locally in a joint problem 
solving approach,” said Ch Insp Boothe. 

Eurostar switched its London terminal 
from Waterloo station to St Pancras on 
Wednesday last week, with trains from 
Ebbsfleet International also now running 
from Monday.

Unfortunately it is not going to be fair and 
families will pay more. Nice one Labour. 

Did you know they are even thinking of giv¬ 
ing us all a ‘personal carbon allowance’? Oh yes, 
and if you go over your limit, they could even 
stop you jetting off on holiday. 

Last month Gordon looked set to bin rubbish 
charging (geddit?) but his loyal ambitious envi¬ 
ronment secretary, Hilary Benn, had other ideas.

No need to cull 
badgers against TB 

The RSPCA is echoing the anger 
and dismay of top scientists 
provoked by a Government 
advisor’s “outrageous and 
misinformed” call for a badger 
cull to reduce bovine TB (bTB) in 
cattle. 

Robust science has shown that 
a cull could have disastrous 
consequences for cattle and 
badgers alike, so leading experts 
are shocked by the stance of 
Government advisor Sir David 
King. 

His recommendation directly 
contradicts the most rigorous 
scientific study ever produced on 
the impact of badger-culling on 
bTB in cattle. 

Professor John Bourne - whose 
Independent Scientific Group 
(ISG) undertook the badger- 
culling study - has recently told 
a committee of MPs the King 
report appeared “hastily written” 
and “superficial”. 

The ISG recommended cattle 
controls to reduce the spread of 
bTB. 

The RSPCA supported the 
ISG’s research - despite the large 
numbers of badgers that died in 
the process - because we 
recognised the need for firm 
scientific evidence on the issue. 

The resulting ISG report 
effectively rules out a badger 
cull, concluding that “badger 
culling can make no meaningful 
contribution to cattle TB control 
in Britain”. 

To dismiss that and proceed 
with a cull would make a 
nonsense of the ISG research 
which took almost 10 years, cost 
the lives of more than 10,000 
badgers and cost taxpayers £34 
million. It would also be the worst 
option for cattle and badgers.

Winter warmer for 
South East's OAPs 

A new survey by the British Gas 
Help the Aged Partnership has 
shown the elderly struggle to stay 
warm and well in the winter. 

Chilling figures reveal nearly 
one in five older people in the 
South East stay or live in just one 
heated room of their homes to 
keep warm and save heating costs. 

Released to mark the launch of 
this year’s winter deaths 
campaign by the partnership, the 
survey highlights the affliction of 
fuel poverty that blights the lives 
of more than one million 
pensioner households in the UK 
- a major cause of preventable 
winter deaths. 

The results also highlight the 
government’s failings to do 
enough to meet its statutory duty 
to eradicate fuel poverty in 
vulnerable households by 2010, 
with more than one in three 
older people in the South East 
left unaware of whom to contact 
for help and advice on how to 
claim cash benefits. 

This year alone the 
Government’s pot of unclaimed 
benefits for older people stands 
at £4.5 billion - vital benefits 
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that could help lift older people out 
of fuel poverty and ensure they are 
in a better financial position to stay 
warm and well in the winter. 

The survey, carried out by ICM 
Research, also shows that last 
winter over one in eight older people 
in the South East turned off their 
heating because they were worried 
about the cost, while the same 
amount revealed they wear outdoor 
clothes in their homes including 
gloves, overcoats and hats to stay 
warm and save heating costs. 

The partnership is demanding the 
Government stops taking chances 
with the lives of older people and 
takes its duty seriously by 
introducing automatic payment of 
benefits, and in the short term, 
invests in effective face-to-face 
benefits advice services for older 
people. 

Anna Pearson, British Gas Help 
the Aged Partnership spokeswoman 
said: “Each year over 25,000 older 
people lose their lives to a 
preventable cold-related illness. 

“If serious about meeting its fuel 
poverty target, central and local 
government must commit more 
funding to face-to-face services, such 
as the partnership’s benefits advice 
programme. It’s time to stop the 
cheating and start the heating.” 

The partnership is urging older 
people in the South East to take 
advantage of the current benefits 
system with its campaign message, 
“you’ve got to claim it to gain it”, in 
an attempt to increase the odds of 
older people receiving the benefits 
needed to survive the winter. 

To help streamline the claims 
process, the partnership has teamed 
up with the Department of Work 
and Pensions to promote one phone 
number for older people to call for 
three benefits checks - pension 


credit, housing benefit and council 
tax benefit.

Stand-up's TV sitcom, 
more than just Jack

DOUR-faced comic Jack Dee’s 
second series of Lead Balloon 
started last week and the 
indicators are good that he has a 
real success on his hands this time 
around. 

The first series was shown last year on 
BBC4 and became a word-of-mouth hit with 
enough top comedy moments - re-lived the 
following day in offices across the country - to 
ensure that by the end of its run, the show had 
earned a loyal fan base. 

The repeats on BBC2 helped new viewers 
catch up, and soon Jack seemed to have made 
it where so many other stand-ups had failed 
and made a decent sitcom. 

The show which he co-wrote with Pete 
Sinclair was born in 2004 as Jack, 45, was 
ending a 100-date tour of the UK. 

In an interview with The Times last year 
Jack explained: “I had lost count of the 
number of interviews I had done with local 
papers and radio stations in the last few 
months. They all ask the same questions, the 
favourite of which is: Where do you get your 
ideas from?’ 

“I never know how to answer that. They just 
come to you, don’t they? That’s why they are 
called ideas. As I put the phone down on yet 
another witless (both ways, I should stress) 
interview, I remember wondering idly if any of 
this could be turned into a TV show.” 

His final live show was on July 7. Jack 
explained: “London had ground to a stunned 
halt after the bombings. The theatre 
management were concerned that not enough 
staff would be able to get to work for the show

to go ahead. I was concerned that, even if the 
staff did make it, would the audience? The 
show was sold out but it was hard to imagine 
all 3,500 of them just arriving as if nothing 
was wrong.” 

In fact more than 250 people got to the 
theatre. “That is about enough to fill the first 
three rows in that barn of a place,” he said. “To 
keep those people laughing for the evening in 
a difficult situation at the end of such a 
horrible day gives you a sense of achievement 
that you take for granted on easier nights. 


“After the show I went for a meal with my 
agent Addison Cresswell and a few friends. 
Addison asked me if I’d read a script that I had 
been sent. It was for a sitcom that was to be 
made that autumn, and there was a lead part 
if I wanted it. The script was fine, but it just 
didn’t excite me very much so I told Addison 
that I was going to pass on it. 

“I had always wished I could do a show 
about a comedian, his life and his work, and 
how the two impacted on one other. 

“So I started to write about this character 
and picture his home-life, family and friends. 
Would this interest anyone who wasn’t a 
comedian? I thought it would - after all, it is 
only superficially about his work. The comedy 
is provided by his neuroses and conflict. Most 
of us understand a little bit about that.” 

Some critics have criticised him for simply 
playing himself in the series where his 
character, comedian and writer Rick Spleen, is 
a miserable, negative and angry man... or 
simply Jack’s on-stage stand-up persona. 

But that underestimates the comic’s acting 
ability In 1991 he landed the British Comedy 
Award for best stage newcomer which led to 
his long-standing appearances on TV. 

But that same year, Jack made his first 
appearance in a dramatic role in an episode of 
the BBC1 drama The Ambassador, with 
Pauline Collins as well as the BBC1 drama 
Silent Witness with Amanda Burton. 

Jack who was bom in Petts Wood, appeared 
in Granada Television’s comedy drama, The 
Grimleys and in 2004 Jack starred in two full- 
length comedy dramas: as a political fixer in 
the critically acclaimed BBC1 political romp 
The Deputy.

No quiet life 
yet, for Jude

HE’S one of the most talked about 
actors in the UK thanks to a rather 
colourful personal life and a 
thriving Hollywood career. But 
Jude Law insists he loathes the 
celebrity culture and wants 
nothing more than a quiet life. 

“This obsession with gossip and second rate 
information is like a cancer that’s taken over” 
he says. “I have never had an interest in what 
someone weighs or what they wear.” 

But, whether he likes it or not, the London- 
born star has become a paparazzi favourite 
thanks to his volatile split with ex-wife Sadie 
Frost and his subsequent on-off relationship 
with actress Sienna Miller. 

Though his career has gone from strength to 
strength with starring roles in movies such as 
Cold Mountain and The Talented Mr Ripley - 
for which he gained Oscar-nominations - Jude 
admits he’s paying a high price for fame. 

“It’s like being followed by snipers,” he says, 
“but I just try hard to ignore it and lead a quiet 
life.” 

In just a few years Jude has gone from bit-part 
actor in the short-lived soap Families to one of 
our most successful exports to Hollywood. 

He has worked alongside some of the biggest 
names in the business and his latest movie 
sees him sharing the big screen with British 
acting legend Sir Michael Caine. 

The pair appear in an updated version of the 
1972 film Sleuth. Though Caine starred in the 
original film - about two men fighting over a 
woman the audience never meets - Jude, who 
co-produced the latest version, insists it’s not a 
remake.

AFTER a busy day on the slopes I 
soothed my ski-wrecked legs in the 
luxury spa of Italy’s newest 
mountain resort. 

My friend, who happened to be holidaying 
simultaneously in nearby Sauze d’Oulx, was 
soothing hers with beer and vodka shooters. 

A few hours later I was dining on a four- 
course Italian feast in one of the resort’s three 
fine restaurants. My friend was filling up on 
free bar snacks in an English pub. 

By lam I had enjoyed a nightcap in the 
elegant Ritrovo bar and was fast asleep in my 
stylish Alpine chalet. 

My friend was meeting Dane Bowers - the 
ex-Another Level singer was in town to judge 
a karaoke contest. She would later spend the 
night conked out on her bathroom floor, 
hugging the lavatory. 

Welcome to the Pragelato Village Resort, 
which lies around one hour from Turin and 
1,534m up the Italian Alps. It’s only a short ski 
from the piste-and-party capital of Sauze 
d’Oulx - and yet a whole lifetime away. 

Built to accommodate TV crews during the 
2006 Winter Olympics, the resort was 
upgraded to five-star splendour last December. 

Pragelato’s ‘executive apartments’ - one half 
of an Alpine lodge - retain a homely feel but 
with stylish touches, including plasma screen 
TVs, a DVD home cinema system, power 
showers and luxury linens.

While there is nothing snooty about 
Pragelato, this is a year-round resort which 
clearly caters for those looking to step up from 
the cheap-and-cheerful packages of their 
youth. 

Apres-ski, for example, takes place in Cafe 
Bergian - where tired legs can stretch out on 
cavernous sofas. 

Or how about a spa treatment? If the 


jacuzzi, heated pool, bubbling foot spas, three 
saunas and Turkish bath in the Daniela 
Steiner spa can’t ease the pain caused by a day 
on the slopes, then masseurs and beauty 
therapists are standing by to lend a hand. 

When it comes to food and drink, the 
emphasis is on quality over quantity. Half¬ 
board guests can choose from two restaurants, 
La Tuccia or the more rustic La Taverna. 

Or, for a heavenly gastronomic experience - 
with fittingly astronomic price tag - diners 
can opt for the posh Pan Beni restaurant, 
where ingredients include exquisite white 
truffles from nearby Alba. 

Pragelato has 440km of pistes just eight 
minutes from your doorstep, with slopes for 
every level of ability. 

The best way to access the Milky Way ski 
area - which links Sestriere, Sauze d’Oulx, 
Sansicario, Cesana and Claviere - is to hop on 
the brand new cable car, handily situated just 
20 metres from the resort’s main reception. 

This will take you to a mid-station from 
where you can ski to Sestriere, the ugly but 
functional resort originally built by the Fiat 
car company and now home to a large ski 
school with English-speaking instructors. 

The resort will provide transport to Sestriere 
for novices who may not fancy tackling an icy 
red run before their very first lesson. 

With an ice rink and driving range alongside 
the resort, and a conference centre featuring 
more facilities under construction, Pragelato 
looks set to become an all-year playground. 

My advice is to get in early and avoid the 
rush. It certainly beats a night on the town 
with Dane Bowers.

A CHILDHOOD spent pouring 
over black and white images of 
the jungles and temples of south 
east Asia has inspired a Kent 
photographer’s latest works. 

David Wise, who lives in Maidstone, has 
produced a book of pinhole photographs 
charting a two-month journey through 
Thailand and Cambodia sparked by an 
interest in the region’s history held since he 
was a boy 

“I grew up reading history books and 
looking at the black and white photographs 
taken by the early explorers,” he said. 

“They really intrigued me from a young 
age and that is probably where my love of 
black and white images stems from and 
interest in seeing the temples and jungles 
of the area for myself.” 

He said one of his earliest memories, as a 
six year old, was seeing an old man shaking 
uncontrollably as he walked down the street. 

Burma railroad 

Mr Wise’s mother told him the man had 
been a prisoner of war during World War 
Two, held by the Japanese in a Burma 
railroad work camp on the banks of the 
River Kwai in Thailand. 

“The shaking had begun there, a mixture 
of malaria and torture - his fingernails 
were removed by hammering splinters of 
bamboo between them and the skin. 

“I remember thinking back then, I want 
to see this place where all this happened,” 
he said. 

During his travels he explored the 
remnants of the Burma railway. 

He said: “It was quiet and no one lives up 
by the mountains. It was pretty eerie with 
all the sleepers still lying around decaying.” 

The 39 year old said he chose the medium 
of pinhole photography, creating images 
using a simple wooden box, because of its 
ability to connect to the past. 

“Digital and modem photography is very 
obvious and I think quite vulgar. It almost 
tells you too much with no room for the 
imagination. 

“Pinhole does leave you a lot of spec, a lot 
of your own thoughts. Trying to represent 
times past, modern photography cannot 
capture anything of that. It is a much more 
involved way of investigating a subject 
because it is so time consuming.” 

Getting gifts 
to our troops 

A FREE parcel service for the families of 
troops serving in Afghanistan and Iraq will 
be extended. 

The Ministry of Defence said the service, 
which was due to end next month, has 
proved extremely popular with families of 
those serving overseas since its launch in 
September. 

Now, under a new deal agreed between 
the MoD and Royal Mail, it will continue 
until after Christmas and is expected to 
last as long as British forces are serving in 
these areas. 

Soldiers from Maidstone-based 36 
Engineer Regiment and the 1st Battalion 
The Royal Gurkha Rifles, which has its 
regimental headquarters in Folkestone, are 
in action against the Taliban in Afghanistan. 

Defence Secretary Des Browne said: “The 
introduction of free post in the summer has 
been a real success with both families and 
service personnel, and I am just delighted 
that we have been able to come to an 
agreement with Royal Mail that will ensure 
the continuation of this valued service.” 

Over the past few weeks about 100,000 
parcels a week have been sent free of 
postage to around 14,000 frontline 
personnel, providing them with gifts, non- 
perishable food items and home comforts. 

Relatives and friends can take parcels 
weighing up to two kilograms to any of the 
UK’s 14,150 post offices for onward posting 
to troops in Iraq and Afghanistan, as well 
as Royal Navy ships in the region.

Copies of the book published by Urban Fox 
and featuring cover art by Billy Childish will 
be available for £10 ahead of its national 
release date in January next year, when it will 
cost £15.

Relief doubles but 
Brits want more 

THE 2007 Pre-Budget Report has 
announced changes to inheritance tax 
(IHT) rules. 

The changes mean couples can com¬ 
bine their £300,000 individual allowance 
to make the threshold £600,000, with 
immediate effect. 

However, a survey by independent 
property portal HotProperty.co.uk has 
revealed these changes do not go far 
enough to appease homeowners. 

Furthermore, the much anticipated 
reforms to Stamp Duty Land Tax 
(SDLT) - previously known as Stamp 
Duty - were not forthcoming. 

Buyers currently pay a flat rate of one 
per cent on the purchase of properties 
over £125,000; three per cent on proper¬ 
ties over £250,000 and four per cent on 
those bought for more than £500,000. 

In Hot Property’s poll, 85 per cent of 
people wanted the threshold raised. 

HotProperty.co.uk’s Shawn Luetchens 
commented: “The increase to the inheri¬ 
tance tax threshold was a positive step, 
but with house prices rising steadily for 
a decade, it was never going to deliver 
the relief taxpayers were looking for. 

“What’s more, stamp duty reforms 
were much anticipated - even a small 
rise would have been a helping hand for 
first time buyers.” 

We can't afford to 
decorate our homes 

SIXTY per cent of new home owners 
struggle to decorate and furnish their 
houses due to the rising cost of property, 
according to research from home insurer 
More Th>n. 

The survey revealed that over half of 
new home owners in the UK simply can¬ 
not afford to decorate and furnish their 
houses after paying high prices to pur¬ 
chase the property. 

The figures show that over a third (35 
per cent) just do the basics such as paint¬ 
ing the walls and a further quarter are 
not even able to do that. 

It was found that when it comes to 
buying things to furnish their homes, 
Brits only spend on average £972 a year 
- equating to just £19 a week. 

Apparently, 42 per cent of the nation 
would prefer to spend more money on 
high tech gadgets such as laptops and 
widescreen TVs than essential items 
such as beds, furniture and kitchen 
equipment. 

Only a quarter (24 per cent) consider 
these essentials to be important.

Designed for the recent graduate or young 
professional, the apartments, in Maidstone’s 
Tonbridge Road, are available on short-term 
lets, starting from just three months. 

With rents of £85 per week, including all 
bills, broadband internet access and an on-site 
laundry, the properties should be within reach 
of most young workers, according to Ely’s 
Deirdre Bowman. 

An additional bonus is the comparatively 
modest security deposit of £250 - often anoth-

er stumbling block for young people looking to 
set up home on their own. 

Ms Bowman said: “These apartments are 
perfect for young workers moving into 
Maidstone or for young people looking to set 
up home on their own, but with limited 
means”. 

“The short term lets give tenants the chance 
to find their feet and make new friends, while 
getting acquainted with the town and its facil¬ 
ities, before coming to a decision on perhaps a 
more permanent property.” 

The £5m investment in Tonbridge Road, is 
just minutes from Maidstone West railway 
station and within easy access of the town cen¬ 
tre with its shops, bars and restaurants. 

Situated within a locked courtyard, all the 
apartments in Bower Terrace are protected by 


door entry systems and fitted with fire and 
smoke alarms, as well as CCTV. 

The complex is also served by an emergency 
round-the-clock helpline, on-site management 
and a handyman. 

Ms Bowman said: “The apartments provide 
the perfect stepping-stone for young people 
moving away from home for the first time and 
will also provide an element of reassurance for 
their parents, as help is available round the 
clock.” 

The centrally heated, fully-furnished bed¬ 
rooms are arranged in apartments of six to 
nine, each served by a communal kitchen and 
lounge area, while the whole complex is served 
by a larger, communal lounge with flat screen 
television and sofas. 

The development opened in August and is 
already a third occupied.

spacey yet well organised dash, plus match¬ 
ing wheel - a far cry from the anodyne inte¬ 
rior of its otherwise impressive rival, the Seat 
Leon Cupra - which can also be seen on 
Motors TV.

We're entitled to an 
extra four days holiday 

EMPLOYERS have been reminded that 
their employees are now entitled to 24 
days’ holiday a year. 

The Working Time (Amendment) 
Regulations 2007 state that employees 
who work a five-day week may now take 
4.8 weeks’ (24 days) holiday up from four 
weeks (20 days) from October 1. 

Matthew Dugdale, of Kingsley Smith 
Solicitors, said: “Employers do not reis¬ 
sue contracts of employment - however, 
staff must be informed in writing of the 
increased holiday entitlement. 

“Part-time workers must receive annu¬ 
al leave equal to 4.8 times their usual 
working week, irrespective of what days 
of the week they normally work.” 

No ifs or butts, just a 
large fine for littering 

SMOKERS who light up outside to avoid 
the smoking ban can face severe fines if 
they fail to dispose of their butts. 

In a test case introduced before the 
smoking ban was introduced, a woman 
in Nottingham was issued with a fixed 
penalty notice of £75 after dropping a 
cigarette butt in the street. 

When she failed to pay the fine, and 
failed to appear in court, the fine was 
increased to £350 and she was ordered to 
pay costs. The total fine came to £522.66. 

Beth Macklin, of Kingsley Smith 
Solicitors, said: “There are indications 
councils throughout the UK are taking 
an increasingly strong line on littering 
and other seemingly minor offences.”

Technology is big 
business for families

FAMILY-OWNED small business¬ 
es are prospering, according to a 
study by BT Business. 

The report found that 44 per cent of small 
businesses across Kent were owned and man¬ 
aged by families, and that 39 per cent of fami¬ 
ly-owned companies were run by husband- 
and-wife teams. 

The study discovered that more than 60 per 
cent of small businesses in Kent felt that new 
technology, such as broadband internet access, 
had improved their productivity and reduced 
administrative work. 

Terry Hughes, regional director for BT Local 
Business South East, said: “It’s fantastic to see 
the small business community thriving, par¬ 
ticularly with family-run companies.” 

Many small businesses felt technology had 
provided them with original and imaginative 
opportunities, according to Mr Hughes, as the 
internet gave companies an impact online to 
help them to appeal outside their immediate 
area: “Technology has enabled these small 
businesses to effectively run from locations 
that previously may have been deemed a risk.
